5 items concerning the effectiveness of the workshop- designed to 
inform the high school students of post high school opportunities*

effectiveness of the workshop speakers to tlfe physical arrangements 
of the total program.

The highest number of positive responses was/ giveh to item 'number 1 
on the questionnaiffi that ^sked the participants for their itnpression 
of the usefulness ,and importance of the information given at the 
workshop. Abqut 368 or 49% said the information was VERY BENEFICIAL. 
The next highest number of positive responses was given to item ^ 
number 2^n which the students were asked their opinion about, the 
speakers. Almost half, 45% or '344, thought the speakers Were VERY ^ 
INTERESTING, -while item number 3 drew 321 or ,43% of .the total 751 to 
say the information presented at the workshop was VERY UIPORTANT. 
Probably the most important item- on the questionnaire was item number 
5 that asked the participants to give ''their opinioji about the 'effec- 
tiveness of the total conference. ' An ^overwhelming majority, 91%, 
rated the . conference from EX^ELLENT^to FflljR.
